UPPSALA, Sweden. Oct. 23 
(AP) — The Uppsala University 
observatory recorded today the 
explosion of a Soviet super- 
bomb, possibly thé 50-megaton 
device promised last week by 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev. 

The violent explosion regis- 
tered here was twice as heavy 
as anv previous Soviet nuclear 
test, an observatory official said. 
He made no estimate of the pow- 
er generated by the explosion. 

But Dr. Arthur Baath, of the 
Uppsala Seismological Institute, 
said there are reasons to believe 
today’s blast was that of the 
homb equivalent to © 50,000,000 
tons of TNT 

The Swedish news agency said 
Marshal Rodion Y. Malinovsky, 
Soviet minister of defense, con- 
firmed that a 50-megaton bomb 
has been exploded but the Mos- 
cow bureau of the Associated 
Press said it had no confirma- 
tion that Malinovsky had made 
such a statement.

Dr. Baath said: 

“If today’s explosion took 
place in the same area and at 
approximately the same altitude 
as earlier tests, the power of the 
homb must have been consider- 
ably stronger than any previous 
Soviet nuclear detonation in the 
Novaya Zemlya area. 

“This blast must. have been 
registered around the globe. 

‘The estimated epicenter of the 
explosion was located in the gen- 
eral direction of Novaya Zemlya 
It was situated 1300 miles north-

SPREAD OF WIRES 
iN SPACE STILL 
NOT DETERMINED 


POINT ARGUELLO, Calif., 
Oct, 23 (UPI) — Scientists at 
this missile launching base said 
today they will not know until 
tomorrow or the next day wheth- 
er 350,000,000 small copper wires 
are spreading properly to form 
a new communications band 2100 
miles above the earth, 

The hair-like wires—known as 
dipoles—were fired into orbit 
Saturday in a 75-pound package 
on the Midas IV satellite. 

Air Force officials said today 
it still is too early to tell wheth- 
er the wires have spaced them- 
selves 1200 feet apart in their 
earth orbit to form the 5-by-25- 
mile radiio-reflective band for 
which they had been designed. 

Because the wires are so 
small, the Air Force said radar 
cannot yet tell whether they are 
fanning out properly. But even 
if the spreading process works 
as planned, it will take the fila- 
ments 30 to 40 days to form the 
earth-girdling belt

discarded—or even eaten. 

A Newnan doctor says tab- 
lets of an enzyme have been 
found to help reduce the swell 
ing in one or two days instead 
of the much longer period re- 
quired by natural healing. 

Dr> Ben H. Jenkins reported 
in the current issue of Clinical 
Medicine that the enzyme used 
was chymotrypsin, naturally 
present in the body to digest pro- 
teins, and now available in tab- 
let form, The doctor said he 
gave the medication four times 
daily to 40 patients and in every 
case swelling and abnormal 
hardness were markedly de- 
creased in 24 to 48 hours,

Home, Cafe Fall Into Man’s

SPRINGVILLE, N.Y., Qet. 23 
(UPI) — John Gerrity wondered 
today how to make repairs to 
the foundations of his home and 
diner, which slid into the ex- 
cavation for “do-it-yourself” 
fallout shelter. 

Gerrity’s wife, Dora, said he 
paid a contractor $400 to dig a 
40-foot hole for a fallout shelter 
between their home and a diner 
they operate. . Her hushand, 
she said, had planned to build 
the shelter in his spare time with 
concrete blocks at an additional 
cost of $700, 


“It just didn’t pan out. First 
the diner’s kitchen flodr gave 
and then the bottom fell out of 
our house,” she said. 

She explained that Gerrity 
was building the shelter for their 
seven children and two upstairs 
tenants’ and for anyofe who 
might be ‘‘stuck’’ in their diner 
if “it should ever happen, God 
forbid.” 

A consultant who viewed the 
damage said that 12-foot walls 
must now be built to prevent the 
house and diner from completely 
sliding into the hole.

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., 
Oct. 23 (AP)— United Nations 
members neared a vote today 
whether their appeal 
against nuclear weapons tests 
should t- against all of them or 
against the Soviet Union's 
threatened 50-megaton blast. 

(Russia may already have ex- 
ploded the. super-bomb, accord- 
ing to a report from Uppsala 
University in Sweden.) 

Yenmark proposed that 
101-nation Political Secor ee 
vote first on a seven-nation reso- 
lution appealing to the Soviet 
govcrnment not to explode the 
giant bomb 

India wants the committee 
vote first on its resolution conc 
al! atomic powers to refrain 
from all further nuclear tests 
until a test-ban agreement 
reached.

The United States has told the 
committee it will not stop 
ey get nuclear tests again 
il a test-ban treaty is signed 
and may even have to start tests 
in the atmosphere Britain 
agreed with this positio: 

A source close the group 
sponsoring the appeal to Russia 
said he believed the committee 
would give it priority and then 
approve it with 60 or more votes 
in- favor, the 10 votes of the So- 
viet bloc and Cuba against it 
and the rest of the membership 
abstaining. 

Meanwhile, United States Am- 
bassador Adlai E. Stevenson and 
soviet Delegate Valerian A. 
Zorin conferred again on the 
deadlock over naming an acting 
secretary general to replace the 
late Dag Hammarskjold. 

It was the seventh meeting be- 
tween the two diplomats, who 
have agreed on U Thant, Bur- 
mese delegate, as the man for 
the job. They still are trying to 
work out an agreement on how 
many top-level advisers he 
should have and the timing of a 
statement of intent from U 
Thant. 

Asked for Instructions. 

Zorin asked the Soviet govern- 
ment for instructions late last 
week after Stevenson urged him 
to accept a Western-backed. pro- 
posal for five under secretaries 
as top acvisers. He was under- 
stood to have received a reply 
from the Kremlin. 

Stevenson, meanwhile, dis- 
cussed this and other U.N. prob- 
lems yesterday with President 
Kennédy at Newport, R. I. 

If no agreement was reached 
today, U Thant planned to dis- 
cuss with about a dozen small 
countries the advisability of his 
putting out a statement of his 
position on the issues. The big 
powers could either accept his 
position and elect him or start 
looking for another candidate. 

If agreement does not come 
soon, the United States and other 
Western powers would like to 
seek Security Council approval 
of a nominee and, after the ex- 
pected Soviet veto there, ask the 
General Assembly to elect an in- 
terim secretary general without 
a recommendation from the 
council. 

The U.N. charter says the As- 
sembly may appoint a secretary 
general only on recommendation 
of the Security Council. But the 
United States holds that the As- 
sembly alone may make a tem- 
porary appointment. 

To get someone elected by the 
Assembly, the United States first 
needs a candidate who will take 
the job over Soviet opposition. 
There is none in sight.

KATANGA UNDER 
» CONGO ATTACK 
TSHOMBE SAYS 


ELISABETHVILLE, Katanga, 
Oct. 23 (AP)—President Moise 
Tshombe of Katanga announced 
today that central government 
forces opened a two-pronged at- 
tack on Katanga this morning. 

He said news of the attack 
reached him just as his cabinet 
was considering the central gov- 
ernment’s reply to his proposals 
for economic union with the rest 
of The Congo. 

Tshombe said the central gov- 
ernment forces crossed into Ka- 
tanga near Kapanga and Kania- 
ma, towns on Kantanga’s north- 
west frontier. 

“While we are here studying 
their reply they attack us with 
words in Leopoldvillc e and with 
bullets in Katanga,”’ he said. 

In Leopoldville, Premier Cyril- 
la Adoula rejected Katanga’s 
terms for a reconciliation and 
demanded U.N. support for ac- 
tion against the secessionist prov- 
ince. 

Information Minister Joseph 
lleo said if necessary the central 
government would call on the 
U.N. Security Council, presum- 
ably for a new mandate on Ka- 
tanga 

In a memorandum delivered to 
the central government last 
week, Tshombe demanded recog- 
nition of the independence of 
Katanga, establishment of eco- 
nomic, customs and monetary 
unions between Katanga and the 
rest of The Congo, and a union 
of the two armed forces, Ileo 
said. 

Tshombe called also for repu- 
diation of United Nations efforts 
to solve the Congolese dispute.

Multi-Stage Rocket Launched 
by Russia Into Pacific.

UN ALABAMA BAN 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23 (AP)— 
The National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People 
won a round in ‘the Supreme 
Court today in its fight since 
1956 against an Alabama order 
which the association says bars 
it from activities in that state. 

Acting without hearing argu- 
ments, the Supreme Court di- 
rected that the United States 
District Court in Alabama rule 
on N.A.A.C.P.’s complaint. 

N.A.A.C.P. appealed to the 
Supreme Court after the United 
States Circuit Court in New Or- 
leans said the complaint should 
be acted on first by Alabama 
state courts. The association's 
appeal said N.A.A.C.P. believed 
the state courts would never act 
on requests for a hearing. 

A complaint by the Alabama 
attorney general led to the liti- 
gation. The complaint charged 
N.A.A.C.P. was doing business 
in the state without qualifying 
as an out-of-state corporation. In 
the dispute the state obtained an 
order from a state court which 
said bars it from 
organization activities and from 
taking any steps to qualify to do 
do business in Alabama. 

The Supreme Court issued an 
order which set aside the ruling 
of the Circuit Court and directed 
the United States District Court 
in Montgomery to try the issues 
involved. 

The Supreme Court’s order 
said that the trial should pro- 


ceed unless, no later than Jan. | 
2, Alabama gives N.A.A.C.P. an 


opportunity to be heard on an 
association order to dissolve the 
state court ban, and a hearing 
on the merits of the order.

In a statement vesterday Mc- 
Skimming said selection of the 
riverfront site for the work- 
house’ is not only a poor ex 
ample of land use, but actuall:

[he tract is the only strip of 
unused land in a natural state 
along the entire Mississippi 
riverfront,”’ McSkimming said. 

“Surely, putting a prison on it 
is not the highest and best use 
the city planners can find for it 
There are other more suitable 
places for a new workhouse if 
only the Mayor and the commis- 
sion will moderate their un- 
bending attitude on this issue,”’ 

Two Rejected Sites, 

McSkimming said the city 
should reconsider Bissell Point 
and the old Ross Airport site 
for the workhouse. Both were 
previously studied and rejected 
for various reasons. 

Raymond L. Kringer, chair 
man of the North City-County 
Committee Against the Work 
house, said today: 

[he reasons ior our opros'- 
tion are as fair and valid as they 
have always been and we will 
continue owr fight by every prop- 
er means 

The city administration insists 
on applying only one yardstick 
for choosing a site; it contends 
that it can spare no money for 
site acquisition because all the 
available funds are needed for 
building construction. 

“This position would be hard 
to defend as sound public policy 
and harder still to apply in other 
areas of public improvement. If 
sacrifices are called for in solv. 
ing the workhouse problem, per 
haps it would be advisable to 
make a cutback in the planned 
recreational facilities for the 
prisoners and certain other cdst- 
lv features in the construction 
This should provide ample 
money for site purchase. 

“There are many thoughtful 
taxpayers who question the wis- 
dom of the city administration in 
insisting on building a $3,000,000 
motel-type prison in a _ choice 
scenic setting. They feel that the 
welfare of the city’s law-abiding 
citizens might properly come 
ahead of the comforts of its law- 
breakers.’ 

Property Values. 

Edward Dieckmann, president 
of the Riverview Drive Improve- 
ment Association, one of the 
organizations represented on 
Kringer’s committee, in a state- 
ment voiced the group’s basic 
contention that a workhouse on 
the site would depreciate values 
of nearby residential property. 

‘Involved here is a question of 
proper planning,”’ Dieckmann 
said. ‘The people, not only in 
the north-end communities but 
throughout the city, have a right 
to expect security in their resi- 
dential values

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23 (AP)— 
President Kennedy made 50,770 
executive appointments in his 
first nine months in office, a 
check of nominations sent to the 
Senate disclosed yesterday. 

Although the bulk of these 
dealt with appointments or pro- 
motions in the armed services, 
Mr. Kennedy proposed a change 
in personne! status for 3570 civil- 
ian officers. Many among the 
civilians were replaced by the 
Administation; but others, par- 
ticularly in the foreign service, 
received original appointments 
or promotions. 

The 50,770 total compared with 
44.552 nominations submitted to 
the Senate in 1960 by former 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
Because Democratic leaders 
were hoping for a change in 
White House control, they left 
992 of these unconfirmed, in ad- 
dition to 22 Eisenhower had 
withdrawn. 

1271 Withdrawals. 

Mr. Kennedy's batting average 
this year was better. Only 538 
of the appointments he submit- 
ted were unacted on. However, 
he ran up his total of withdraw- 
als to 1271 by calling back 1243 
postmaster nominations that Eis- 
enhower had submitted to the 
new Congress before he left of- 
fice on Jan. 20. 

Mr. Kennedy got 703 postmas- 
ter appointees confirmed and 
L51 nominations in this field 
were left hanging when Congress 
quit in September. 

In the field of civilan nomina- 
tions, which includes cabinet 
members, federal judges, United 
States attorneys and customs col- 
lectors, as well as foreign serv- 
ice officers, Kennedy won con- 
firmation of 3460 appointees. 

He withdrew 28 nominations 
and 82 other appointments went 
over until the session opening in 
January. 

Some of these holdovers are 
likely to stir up controversy. 
Mr. Kennedy's appointment of 
Thurgood Marshall of New York, 
Negro integrationist leader, as 
a second circuit court judge is 
one of these.

Apple Crop 
Big---Many 
Recipes

OF ALL OF AUTUMN’S sea- 
sonal delights few can rival the 
color, aroma and crunchy-crisp 
goodness of apples. As red and 
gold as the leaves that brighten 
the countryside, with their own 
inviting fragrance, they are a 
sort of symbol of the rich, full- 
bodied joys of October. Take 
your choice of tangy Jonathans, 
tart and firm-bodied; handsome 
broad-shouldered Red Delicious, 
filled with sweet juiciness; or 
any of the other varieties now in 
local markets; they are there 
for your enjoyment. 

This year’s national apple 
crop is estimated at 125.1 mil- 

ion bushels, 15 per cent above 
last year and 12 per cent above 
average. Missouri has the big- 
gest crop in 10 years; warm 
days and cool nights have been 
just right to develop color, 
size, quality and smoothness 
of finish. 

St. Louis markets are well 
supplied with apples from not 
only Missouri, Illinois, Indiana 
and Michigan, but from such far 
points as Virginia and Washing- 
ton, 

From the latter state comes 
the report that there will be 
fewer Washington Red Delicious 
apples this autumn, which 
means that prices may be some- 
what higher, but that color, size, 
quality and flavor are superb. 
Goldens are in the same quanti- 
ty as last year and of prime 
quality; Winesaps represent a 
heavier percentage of the total 
crop than last year. 

Whatever your favorite variety, 
from whatever part of the coun- 
try, crackling-crisp apples 
rushed to you by refrigerated 
trucks and rail cars within hours 
after they are picked make up 
the handsome displays in mod- 
ern markets which are contem- 
porary versions of the old apple 
barrel. 

Here is a sort of apple barrel 
benanza of recipes that will fit 
into menu plans from breakfast 
to late evening snack. 

From the apple land of Wash- 
ington come these suggestions 
for Apple-Cider Applesauce, 
Apple Pancakes, Apple-Currant 
Crisp and an _  Apple-n-Cider 
Lunch Box Salad. 

The Cider Applesauce can be 
used in may ways—on pancakes, 
over ice cream, for puddings, 
snows, sherbets or just ‘‘as is.”’

Six cups apple cider. 


Ten quarts peeled, quartered 
and cored Jonathan apples.

Cer- 
tainly you know and appreciate the 
fact that if the land-use plan is 
adopted by the County Council, 
there will ensue a zoning ordinance 
following the land-use plan specifi- 
cally or there would be no need for 
e land-use plan. 

If this’ is done, half of St. Louis 
county will be affected adversely. 
Does your newspaper presume to 
think that the owners of these lands 
must suffer financial losses? Local 
government is not going to pay for 
these potential losses because the 
losses will not be able to be mea:- 
ured 

These losses will be created by a 
substantial lack of interest to pur- 
chase these lands by builders and 
developers, It is uneconomical to 
use land zoned as recommended by 
the land-use plan for better than 90 
per cent of our potential home buy- 
ers. The zoning on the main arterial 
and business highways is grossly 
unfair to property owners because 
business properties will be affected 
adversely, by the zoning as recom- 
mended 

You state “crowding of land 
brings in big profits,” but the true 
facts are that builders are hard- 
working business people making a 
good living but do not enjoy big 
profits. 

If the county has an “‘open space” 
category right now, why not leave 
the present zoning that way, and by 
the same token, why not leave the 
business highways the same zoning 
as they are now?

Selling on the Street

Containers as big as vans, consolidating 
several or several hundred shipments into 
one package, are effecting radical economies 
in the movement of merchandise, and may 
become a major means of solving the finan- 
cial ills from which all forms of transporta- 
tion are suffering. 

Moving as trailers to trucks, on flatcars of 
railroads, in the holds of ships—eventually, 
it is hoped, on cargo airplanes—they can be 
transferred from one carrier to another quick- 
ly and at a fraction of the former cost. This 
permits an intermix of carriers for a single 
shipment which hitherto has often been out 
of the question because of the cumbersome- 
ness of unloading and reloading. 

Shippers may choose for each of several legs 
of a shipment the form of carrier which best 
meets their needs in price, speed and flexibil- 
ity of movement. Opportunities are opened 
up for realizing the long-standing national 
aim of an integrated transport system which 
will lower costs to producers and prices to 
consumers and support the competitive posi- 
tion of American manufacturers in foreign 
markets. Realizing these opportunities, how- 
ever, will require realistic application of joint 
rates, which railroads have been reluctant 
to do. 

. ™ ~ 

Already container transport, still only a 
few years old, has been advanced to a point 
at which all-container trains and ships are in 
operation. The 12 to 14 unloadings and re- 
loadings of freight piece by piece between 
origin and destination in shipments abroad 
have been eliminated. Costs of packaging 
have been reduced, damage and loss in transit 
cut, pilfering all but stamped out. Insurance 
costs have been lowered. Time consumed in 
loading, unloading and switching has been 
reduced as much as 75 per cent. Container 
ships are being loaded in am eighth of the 
time required for conventional ships. Ware- 
housing costs have been cut. 

These streamlining operations are being 
used in the transportation of milk, livestock 
and agricultural products, TV sets, refrigera- 
tors, washing machines, sewing machine 
parts, radios, tape recorders, clothing, house- 
hold goods (up to 20 tons of the last-named 
on a single flatcar). Containers are now com- 
ing into use for United States mail, by-passing 
the operations of switching to mail docks and 
unloading and loading mail bags individually. 

« a *. 

Railroads, which have been to a consider- 
able extent bound to traffic originating along 
their tracks, are reaching out farther and 
farther for new business, assembled and 
brought trackside by trucks. The over-riding 
problem of losses in operation of passenger 
trains is being alleviated by adding a con- 
tainer car or so—at the same time speeding 
delivery of the freight. In Canada the opera- 
tion of some passenger trains is reported to 
have been made profitable by the addition 
of one such flatcar. On the ocean-going side, 
many shipping men expect containers, along 
with automation, to make U. S. shipping com- 
petitive with foreign-flag vessels. 

How far containers go in the aid of trans- 
port will depend to a large degree on stand- 
ardization, in size of containers and in cou- 
plings, to make them freely interchangeable. 
The American Standards Association has 
adopted standard lengths of 40, 30, 20 and 
10 feet, with 8 feet for the other dimensions. 

Adherence to these standards is required by 
the Federal Maritime Commission of ships 
receiving Government subsidy or mortgage 
guarantee, but their general adoption still 
requires voluntary agreement. 

If practical standards can prevail, and joint 
rates are made the rule rather than the ex- 
ception, container technology may prove a 
mighty aid to the free and economical flow 
of commerce. 


Five Years Ago Today 


Five years ago today several thousand stu- 
dents in Budapest began a demonstration for 
more freedom and better living conditions. 
They were joined by workers and members 
of the Army and that night the crowd 
marched on the Hungarian Parliament, tried 
to topple a statue of Stalin, and was fired on 
by police. This was the beginning of a revolu- 
tion throughout Hungary that appeared to 
have a chance of success until the Soviet 
army counter-attacked and sent tanks from 
Russia into Hungary on November 4, 1956. 

The United States and the United Nations 
were powerless to help the revolutionaries. 
The crushing of the revolt marked the end 
of American pretensions of liberating the 
countries of Eastern Europe and of hopes 
that the Soviet empire would crumble in- 
ternally. The Hungarian revolt was a re- 
minder.that a totalitarian regime can not 
suppress all opposition and that revolutions 
do break out ‘against Communist govern- 
ments. : 

The speakers at the Communist party con- 
ference now in progress in Moscow denounce 
imperialism and profess the goal of self- 
determination for all people. They do not 
mention that Soviet domination was forced 
on Hungary five years ago because the Hun- 
garian people wanted self-determination. 


The Competition for Industry 


The chairman of Missouri’s new Commerce 
and Industrial Development Commission has 
proposed that this state join with eight others 
in the mid-continent region in a collective 
effort to attract new industry. In addition to 
Missouri, the states that Chairman Lester E. 
Cox would include are Illinois, Nebraska, 
Iowa, Kansas, Oklahoma, Arkansas, Tennes- 
see and Kentucky. 

Evidently Mr. Cox wants to employ the 
political leverage of the region—its 18 United 
States Senators and about 70 United States 
Representatives—to pry more defense con- 
tracts out of Washington. He says the area 
is being left out of the defense effort because 
it hasn’t put forth the necessary effort to 
attract that kind of business. 


If that is the case, formation of a regional 
group to point out the advantages of using 
mid-continent manufacturing capacity, and of 
plant locations here is a tool worth having. 
New England and the South support similar 
organizations. 

The most vigorous economic activity within 
Missouri is taking place in the state’s metro- 
politan areas, which also are ‘in competition 
for new industry with other metropolitan 
areas in the region. As Professor John C. 
Murdock of the University of Missouri has 


pointed out, the growth of other metropolitan : 


districts in the mid-continent region has nar- 
rowed the geographic areas served by the 
traditional trading function of St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City and St. Joseph. And thus, he says, 
“Missouri's metropolitan areas must find 
other functions as substitutes to _provide 
dynamic components for their economies.” 

One of the big jobs of Mr. Cox’s new state 
Commission is to help Missouri’s metropolitan 
areas find those substitutes, and a regional 
organization may be one means to that end. 
But given the economic competition within 
the region, group effort cannot be a substi- 
tute for effort by each state. While trying to 
promote a mid-continent organization, Mr. Cox 
and Missouri also will have to continue plug- 
ging away on their own. 


Logrolling in the U.N. 


It is probably no coincidence that the White 
House issued a statement reaffirming United 
States opposition to admitting Red China to 
the United Nations about the time reports 
circulated that Nationalist China would with- 
draw its threatened veto of U.N. membership 
for Outer Mongolia, The statement, which 
President Kennedy originally planned to make 
public at his press conference several days 
ago, at least gives a bit of moral support to 
the hard-pressed Formosa regime. 

The President’s short declaration is notable 
for its restraint. Mr. Kennedy said the United 
States has always considered the Chiang Kai- 
shek regime the only rightful government 
representing China, and therefore firmly 
opposes entry of the Communist government 
into the U.N. or any of its component agen- 
cies. The statement does not say there will 
never be a change. 


There has not been any substantive change 
in United States policy toward Red China and 
the U.N. There was a tactical change—the 
decision to give up trying to block debate 
and to attempt to send the matter to a U.N. 
committee for study. This might gain another 
year’s delay, but it hardly represents a con- 
structive policy. If Red China is not voted 
into the U.N. this year conditions will be 
favorable for admission next year—right on 
the eve of the congressional elections. What 
little bargaining leverage the United States 
possesses in this matter is rapidly vanishing, 

In agreeing not to oppose Outer Mongolia, 
which is supported by the Soviet bloc, the 
Chinese Nationalists were persuaded that 
their opposition would only serve to step up 
the move to seat.the Chinese Reds. Also it 
might alienate possible support for Formosa 
from the French African community which 
backs the admission of Mauritania. The Rus- 
sians have threatened to veto Mauritania if 
Formosa vetoes Outer Mongolia. 


This is the sort of logrolling that goes on 
in every parliamentary body in the world. 
Perhaps the United States, in the case of 
China, could still get something if it would 
give something. 


Pilots and Controllers 


There are some similarities as well as. great 
differences between being an airliner pilot 
and being an air traffic controller. And they 
are emphasized by the question which Jerome 
Lederer, director of the Flight Safety Founda- 
tion, put to the 300 pilots attending the ninth 
annual Air Line Pilots Association safety 
forum at Chicago. Not one of the pilots 
raised his hand when Mr. Lederer asked, 
“Assuming the salary was identical, how 
many of you would trade jobs with the air 
traffic controllers?” 


There is nerve tension in both these jobs 
and there are times when pilot and controller 
hold the lives of scores of persons in their 
hands. The pilot’s periods of strain seldom 
last long. Those of the controller, particularly 
around a crowded airport in bad weather, 
frequently come in a steady flow. 


The controllers and pilots differ on the con- 
trollers’ proposal that the airlines should be 
made to stop scheduling so many flights in 
peak traffic periods. No way to do it, and 
even if there were the traveling public would 
not stand for interference with its desires, 
the pilots say. Are they sure? The controllers 
view this problem as did Senator Monroney 
when he remarked recently at a safety hear- 
ing in Congress, “You can only pour so much 
water through the neck of a bottle.” 


Perhaps the public would take the same 
view, 


New York, Political Mirror? 


There is a wide national interest in the 
coming New York mayoral election largely 
because the dopesters regard it as a sugges- 
tion of the outcome of a Kennedy-Rockefeller 
contest in 1964. Yet it is hard to believe that 
the President’s destiny is tied to that of Mayor 
Wagner, or the Governor’s to that of Attorney 
General Lefkowitz. Indeed the results may 
not even indicate whether there are more 
congenital Democrats than Republicans in 
New York, or vice versa. 


The record of Mr. Wagner, the “reform” 
candidate, leaves many of his supporters less 
than ecstatically happy. And Mr. Lefkowitz, 
who is even more stridently against bossism 
and corruption, seems to be regarded as a 
man of possibilities—possibly better than Mr. 
Wagner, possibly much better than Mr. Wag- 
ner, and possibly not as good as Mr. Wagner. 

The appraisal is one for New Yorkers to 
make. The pre-election debate, however, has 
touched some issues which do pop up west 
of the Hudson. Even though Mayor Wagner 
has been too easy-going, the scandals in his 
administration point up the difficulty of con- 
trolling the conduct of those in lower gov- 
ernmental echelons, federal, state and local. 
And then there is the question of campaign 
funds. Mayor Wagner was forced to reject 
contributions of real estate men and con- 
tractors who do business with the city. It 
also was shown that dinner programs and 
similar qublications of both parties were gen- 
erously supported by such interested “adver- 
tisers.” 

Both candidates naturally have repudiated 
such practices, yet it remains to be seen 
whether the winner will take any really effec- 
tive steps to clean up campaign financi 
If he does not, he may excuse himself by 
pointing to the failure of Congress to estab- 
lish realistic rules for national campaigns. 
It is not too much to say, however, that if the 
campaigns through which men reach office 
were not so shadowed by questionable monéy, 
there might be considerably’ less temptation 
to use money and other improper means to 
_ persuade officials after they are in office.

New Jersey voters Nov. 7 will choose 
a new Governor in an election which 
will be highly significant not only for 
New Jersey’s political future, but for 
the national fortunes of the Republi- 
can and Democratic parties as well. 


In recent interviews .throughout the 
state Congressional Quarterly found 
that most observers are still giving an 
edge to the Republican candidate, 
James P. Mitchell, who served as Sec- 
retary of Labor in the Eisenhower 
Cabinet.

During 
the summer, while Mitchell was laid 
up in a Sea Girt hotel recuperating 
from an accident in which he broke 
his leg, Hughes was vigorously cam- 
paigning on the county “picnic cir- 
cuit.”” In meeting the ‘‘man on the 
street,”” moreover, Mitchell has proven 
to be more reserved than Hughes. 

The Mitchell campaign has generally 
been conducted on a lofty level, but 
has recently become more partisan 
with charges of “‘bossism” in Hughes’s 
nomination. The Mitchell camp claims 
that Democratic bosses Kenny of Hud- 
son county and Carey of Essex county 
were behind Hughes’s selection and 
that Hughes would be overly beholden 
to them. 


The Republican charges of ‘“‘boss- 
ism,”’ hotly denied by Hughes, appear 
to be developing as the top G.O.P, 
“issue” of the campaign, just as 
Hughes’s challenges to Mitchell for a 
debate have been the main Democratic 
campaign “‘issue.”’ 

On the substantive issues—govern- 
ment spending, taxation, housing, civil 
rights, industrial development and the 
like—the candidates are most often in 
agreement. Thus the voters are most 
likely to vote for the man rather than 
the party—despite the party signifi- 
cance of the race.

The report conceives of a new 
integrated steel mill which would 
use the iron ores recently found 
in the Ozarks close to St. Louis. 
Coking coal and limestone from 
nearby sources are being used 
by Granite City Steel, the only 
integrated producer here, Most 
of its iron ore, however, comes 
from outside Missouri. The Pea 
Ridge (Mo.) mine is scheduled 
to begin production in 1963, with 
ultimate production expected to 
be about 2,000,000 tons a year. 
Another large iron ore body has 
been found at Bourbon, Mo. 


“Excellent rail and water fa- 
cilities to the St. Louis district 
should permit reasonable, if not 
lower, assembly costs (for raw 
materials) than those presently 
prevailing at large producing 
steel centers,’”’ the report said, 
although this aspect was beyond 
the scope of the study. 

Mills have been established in 
recent years on inland water- 
ways and tidewater, indicating 
| the natural advantages of the 
St. Louis area for a future steel 
mill, The Mississippi river sys- 
tem, including all of its navi- 
gable tributaries and canals, rep-

Louis mill was based on the as- 
sumption that a plant here could 
absorb up to $4 a ton in freight 
cost. The current prici ng prac- 
tice for most products is ‘‘freight 
equalization whereby steel con- 
sumers in any one location pay 
the same price for a particular 
product regardless of source of 
supply,” the report said To 
serve a given area, a mill will 
equalize its price with that of the 
nearest steel source by absorb- 
ing some of the freight costs. In 
all cases, except one, the mill 
price at Alton or Granite City 
(the sites of Laclede Steel and 
Granite City Steel mills) was 
sumed to be the mill price for 
calculating the potential market

Thus, the study. which cost 
Missouri $20.000, in effect is an 
analysis of the potential market 
for the two mills in the Illinois 
section of the St. Louis metro

It is unlikely that one mill 


would produce all of the prod- 
ucts studied, because of the huge 
investment that would be need- 
ed, the engineers said. 

A mill with capacity of 1,000 
000 tons of steel ingot a year 
would require an initial capital 
investment of approximately 
$350,000,000. However, improved 
technology, some of which is be- 
ing developed, suggests that the 
current investment requirements 
can be reduced somewhat, the 
study said. Some of the new tech- 
niques are: Large-scale use of 
oxygen; direct reduction of iron 
ore, which would bypass the ex- 
pensive blast furnace; continu- 
ous casting processes that would 
eliminate the ingot; and develop. 
ment of thin-gauge tin plate.

Life Than the Gang 


NEW YORK, Oct. 23. 
HE IS A TALL, dark boy. There is a modest urgency in 
his voice, as though he has much to say but he is afraid to 
m@flict all of it on you at once. He is Puerto Rican by birth. 
His name is Victor Alicea and he lives in East Harlem, a 
gangrenous bone in the 
body of New York City. 
The voice is musical and 
he speaks with the grace 
of the Spaniards. He is 23, 
and works with three of 
New York City’s 250 street 
gangs. Victor Alicea knows 
them well. He should. He 
used to be a member. 
“One night about six 
vears ago I was at a 
Christmas eve party. Some 
fellow in the gang got an 
O.D. (overdose; narcotics). 
They took him away to 
the hospital. That night | 
decided to break out of 
the club. Had to be some-

are men. There is an elegance in Alicea’s hands and | lis- 
) tened with my eyes on them. ‘Nobody likes to live in East 
Harlem. Nobody. If the people had a choice, they would live 

: anywhere else. The grownups have their own troubles. 


“I was little when I left Puerto Rico. Before we got on 
the plane, my parents heard about racial discrimination in 
‘L New York. When we got to New York, we found the Italians 
had one part, the Puerto Ricans had a middle section, and 
the Negroes were on the other side. Nobody was allowed to 
walk outside his own part. That way a man could get hurt. 


“The street gang—that was something else. All of 
them operate almost the same. They have a president 
and a war council and a war lord. Each one has a 
territory with a boundary line. No boy dares to walk 
outside that line unless he makes arrangements.” 


What arrangements? 
answer. 

“All clubs know the members of rival clubs. If they catch 
you in their territory, somebody's going to be hurt bad and 
it’s going to be you. So, if you have a date with a girl who 
lives in another territory, you call up and ask permission. 
They usually say okay. If they catch you out of your own 
territory shopping with your mother, they won't do anything. 
They let you go.” 

Boys of 14 join the street gangs because ft is dangerous 
not to. Any boy who lives in a gang neighborhood and who 
does not apply for membership is eligible for beatings and 
possible maiming. Once he attains membership, he is bound 
by rules. 

He treats the girl friends of other members with elaborate 
respect. He gets to know the faces of rival gang members in 
adjoining territory. If his war council votes to jitterbug (to 
go to war), he will fight with fists, clubs, switchblade knives 
and, if necessary, a gun. 

Wars remain active for long periods. One in Brooklyn has 
been going on between two teen-age gangs for 17 years. Some 
of the original fighters are now married and have families of 
their own, but new members keep the war going. It will con- 
tinue until one side or the other asks to make it ‘‘cool.”’ This 
is a plea for peace. 

All wars are under no fire truces at Christmas and Easter. 
One boy walked through a rival territory after Easter. This 
was unfortunate. Three members of the other gang were 
practicing with a .22 rifle on a roof. They saw him and one 
shot him. The marksman, just 17, is now serving 20 years 
to life.

The inner fight is for something called status. The 
boys are eager to be men before their time and they 
want to prove it. Coupled with this is a feeling of being 
despised by “outsiders.” Outsiders are any people 
whose background and customs are different. Thus, 
if the teen-ager is not permitted to join the brother- 
hood of man, he will fight it. He feels better, as an 
outlaw, than he would as an ineffectual mutt. There 
are 50,000 juvenile delinquents in New York. Of these, 
9000 belong to street gangs. And of the 9000 about 600 
are members of Suicide Squads, the little core of each 
gang willing to go out to ambush, maim or kill a rival 
gang member. 


Most of them have seldom been out of their neighborhoods. 
Victor shook his head ruefully. ‘‘A man took three of them to 
dinner in town. They had never been to Times Square. When 
they saw the big menu with steaks and chops and soups, they 
didn’t know what to say so they told the waiter to bring 
three hamburgers.” 

Alicea’s job is to convince the young gang members that 
they can be bigger men by breaking away from the herd and 
playing it alone. ‘I’m working with the 12-year-olds, too,” 


he said modestly. ‘I'd like to get some before they join.”

“T had never gone about by 
myself in a city at night. M: 
biggest thrill was putting the 


nickel in the lighted slot of the 
subway turnstile. When it fell 
through, you could see Jeffer- 
son's head magnified in a little 
glass window. Then I was free 
to go anywhere. 

“At that age nothing seems 
difficult, nothing impossible. I 
had a basement apartment in 
Washington Square for $45 a 
month and I lived just like ‘My 
Sister Eileen.’ After the stately, 
organized life of Chile, to me a 
Bohemian existence of no re- 
sponsibilities was pure heaven.”’ 

The fragile blonde with the 
finely-chiseled features is in pri- 
vate life the wife of Leonard 
Bernstein, conductor of the New 
York Philharmonic. Though 
felled by an extra-vicious cold 
germ, she looked perhaps 25 of 
her alleged 39 years in her pink 
ruffled negligee.

“[ didn’t tell my parents 
that I was studying acting in 
New York until I got my first 
Broadway part as the ingenue 
in ‘The Swan.’

His name is Leonard 
Bernstein.” I was interested 
enough to go to one of his 
concerts, and the minute I 
saw him on the podium I knew 
it was true, that I was going 
to marry him.

At a party given by Miss Mon- 
tealgre’s compatriot and former 
piano teacher, Claudio Arrau, 
they were introduced imme- 
diately after that memorable 
concert. Though they did not 
marry until 1951, the future Mrs. 
Bernstein's initial reaction 
proved perfectly valid, she said 
in retrospect. 

*‘We seem to have agreed that 
his music and my acting are 
separate departments. But we 
talk things over to such an ex- 
tent that it’s hard to tell where 
one thing leaves off and the 
other begins. Basically, if you 
made a chart of our: personali- 
ties, we would prove very much 
alike. Though I am wildly flam- 
boyant with thoughts and opin- 
ions, I'd rather not be noticed 
except for my- acting. But he’s 
so spectacular that he's bound 
to he noticed. Then too, unques- 
tionably he is exaggerated. The

When this happens, the proud ex- 
owner of the warts is absolutely positive that he has 
found the remedy. It’s been going on like that for 
years, maybe centuries—putting a penny, or sliced 
potato, or half a fresh-killed chicken, or all sorts of 
folklore remedies on warts have been urged as sure 
cures, 


Slicing off a wart with a razor is NOT an accepted treat- 
ment, and neither is the use of Burrow’s solution, although 
I have heard both of these mentioned many times. For casual 
use, I guess I prefer the penny—because it’s simple and harm- 


less and you get the penny back and don’t run any risk of | ’. 


infection and you don’t even waste any potatoes. 


But if it is really important to get rid of a wart, and 


having one on the end of the nose is a good reason for doing 
so, I'd recommend one of the following: Surgical removal 
with sterile instruments, which is quick, simple and not likely

there are cases in which a supposed ‘‘wart"’ 
thing else.

For this embarrassing wart on the nose, I recom- 
mend, first, examination to be sure that it is a wart 
and not something else; after that, removal by one 
of the methods which medical experience has shown 
to be reliable. 

For occasional warts on a youngster’s hand, I 
recommend ignoring ‘em.

A SCHOOL CLASS has asked 


me to answer the question, 
“What makes a fossil?’ 

The fossils we have today 
were left by plants and animals 
that happened to die in special 
places 

Trillions of insects. fish, liz- 
zards, furry animals, bushes and 
trees have existed, and most of 
them (more than 99 per cent) 
have died and wasted away 
without leaving traces. A small 
proportion have been saved be- 
cause special conditions existed 
where they died. 

Certain insects were captured 
in a special kind of resin. The 
resin was sticky, but it hardened 
into the substance we now cal! 
amber. 

Most amber has been found 


around the southern end of the. 


Baltic Sea. Many pieces contain 
‘insect fossils” that show us 
insects which existed during one 
period in the earth's history. 

In many places, wood has be- 
come ‘ petrified. Thanks to 
change of the wood into a kind 


of stone, we can see the struc- 
ture of trees during prehistoric 


times.
